Tt comes with keen regret to any 
fone who has lived within the region 
of the Upper River to learn of the 
death in Shanghai of the Rev. H. i. 
Cartis of the China Inland Mission

Mukden, Apr. 2. 

Great excitement was caused 
yesterday by the shooting of somo 
nied Chinese robbers in the 
Sapanexe Concession here, 

Tn the morning at about 10 o'clock. 
a Chinese merchant, coming out 
from the Chosen Bank with 300 yen 
in cash, was held up by two armed 
robbers’ and shot in the leg The 
Tapanese police appeared immediate- 
ly and gave chase to the robbers. 
One was shot near the bank, the 
‘other ezcaped to the Chinese town, 
where Tater on he was shot by the 
Chinese police.

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CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER IN SHAN‘ 








‘ases Reported to Settlement 
y 


Im view of the reports of the 
‘wavages of cerebro-spinal fever in 
ther places, the Commissioner of 
Public Health has issued the follow 
ing report regarding conditions in 
Shanghai:— 

‘The outstanding feature of the 
public health during the month was 
the prevalence of cerebro-spinal 
fever. The disease has been known 
to be present in Shanghai for the 
ast 11 years, the first case being 
yeported in 1918. During that year 
there was a considerable epidemic 
in Hongkong. In 1920 the disease 
twas prevalent in Shanghai, the 
maximum incidence being in March 
and gradually declining till July, 
iter which month no further case 
Was yeported that year. Since 
1018, sporadic cases have secured 
every year and at all seasons of the 








\ Prevalence During March 


A few sporadic eases were notified 
in the International Settlement dur- 
ing the first two months of the pre- 
ent year, and the disease was re- 
ported to be prevalent in the sur. 
reunding Chinese districts and 
in Korea, It beeame prevalent in

Lessons from Recent Panic

Paoss A Commsroxpent 


Tad the panic that occurred in 
the Soi Lun Filature a few weeks 
go happened in any one of half 
4 dozen filatures. among those 
visited by the writer, the conse- 
‘quences would have been even more 
disastrous than what took place at 
25 Miller Road. This is one of the 
best appointed filatures in Shanghai 








as among the best. Still, even 
here, according to the press, the 
advice given to the management by 
the Fire Department was not fol- 
lowed, and the disaster occurred. 
It is’ incredible that ramshackle: 
buildings that I have visited and 
which are used as silk Alatures have 
not been condemned by that De- 
partment, as both buildings ahd 
stairways scem ready to collapse. 
yy rash like what occurred at! 
Miller Road must of necessity smash 
the rotten stairways, Still the 
Duildings continue to be used, being | 
‘occupied by new tenants every year, 
the avwniers ignoting the aulvice Kive 
bby the Department 

What ix needed is a regular 
factory inspectorate, with officers 
‘empowered to carry out a suitable 
‘code of regulations. 


‘The Owners of the Buildings 
As a rule the owners of the! 
filature buildings and equipment are 
not silk men but speculators who 
have no further interest in the silk 
industry than to receive their Tis. 
4 per month per basin for rent for 
the outfit. Some of these were 
cereeted and equipped over 40 years 
ago. The new ones are erected 
exactly on the same pattern as the 
‘old ones and equipped with exactly 
the same machinery because these 
old outfits continue to pay good 
dividends. In going among the 
filatures, T have heard more com- 
laints by the managers against the 
type of buildings they are compelled 
to carry on their work in, then 
against any other single abuse. We:

Mr. C. G. Keen 


‘The death occurred at the S.3.C.| 
Isolation Hospital on April 8, 
of Mr. Charles Garrett Keon, 
Assistant Police Advocaje to 
‘the Shanghai Municipal Counei, the’ 
cause of death being spinal menin- 
gitis. Mr, Keen was in his usual 
health up to alittle over three weeks 
On Saturday, March 16, after 
taking his usual’ riding exereise, 
hho complainad of feeling unwell, and 
the next day was removed to the| 
Isolation Hospital, where the casé 
was diagnosed as spinal meningit 
With exception of a few bripf ins 
tervals, he way unconscious dur- 
ing the whole time, and despite 
the best medical attention, hg pasted 
away. 

‘Mr. Keen, who was 28 years off 
age, ‘was born in Somersetshire, 
but for many years resided with his 
parents in Vietoria, B.C., where, he 
‘studied law and was ‘admitted’ to 
practice as a solicitor and barrister. 
Soon after his arrival in Shanghai, 
about. a year ago, he joined the 
firm of Messrs. Teesdale, Newman 
& McDonald, but a few months later 
received an offer as Assistant Police 
Advocate. Both in the British Court 
and in the Provisional Court Mr. 
Keon conducted his eases with skill, 
and was very: highly esteemed by} 
members of the local’ Bar ax. a 
young man of great promise. Ale 
though somewhat reserved, he w: 
very popular among those who kngw 
hhim, and the news of his death will 
come as a shock to many friends 
in the community, 

In addition to his parents, Mr. 
Keon is survived by a brother. the 
Rey.

New Regulations for Control 
Issued by Nanking 


Nanking, Apr. 8. 
The following instructions have 
‘een issued by the Executive Yuat 
concerning the registration of public 
accountants and the control of taxa- 
tion of certain industrial and com- 
‘mercial enterprises under the juris- 
diction of the Ministries of Finance 
and of Industry, Commerce and 
Labour:— 











(1) Taxes levied on stock and 
‘other exchange corporations, being 
Central Govorament revenue, shall 
be collected hy the Ministry of 
Finanee. 


(2) Registration and general 
supervision of stock and other ex- 
change houses shall be attended to. 
by-the Ministry of Industry, Com- 

wee and Labour, but the Ministry 
‘of Finance shall exercise supervision 
over financial matters. Whenever 
a permit is issued for opening a new 
Exchange by the Ministry of In- 

Commerce and Labour, the 
said Ministry must formally notify 
the Ministry of Finance. 
(3) Savings societies and 
wsuranee companies shall be 
istered with the Ministry of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Labour. | 
Whenever the establishment of a 
new company is approved and the 
registration thereof completed, the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Lavour must notify the Ministry of 
Finance of said registration, 

(4) The registration, examina 
tion and supervision of’ public 
‘countants shall be under the juridie- 
tios of the Ministry of Industry, 
Commetee and Labour.

Infernal Machine Sent to New 
York’s Governor

What apparently was a bomb:
